‘upon China's observance of anti- 
quated and unequal treaties when 
the political, social, and economic 
conditions of the country, affect. 
ings both Chinese and foreigners, 
have undergone fundamental

These treaties have on the one 
hand seriously impeded the deve- 
lopment of the nation; on. the 
ather hand they have failed to.

Foreign 
interests are, best protected and 
foreign trade best promoted by 
mutual ‘good-wil}, and ‘gonuine 
good-will cannot exist so long as 
anachronistic ‘and -humiliating:
